marks asserted that It Is time for all 
tax levying bodies to sharpen their 
pencils and prepare for n reduction 
In tho levy for this coming year. Wo 
want to lower the township rate and 
other bodies must do their part, too, 
said Mr. Rosing. 

Treasuror Momo stated that taxes 
in Lake county have Increased from 
a total In round numbers of |2,800.- 
000 In 1920 to 16.819,000 In 1031. 
Taxes must bo reduced ho said for 
real estnto can no longer carry the 
burden. All bodies must aid If taxes 
are to bo reduced, ho said. 
./ He warned tho ofllclals present 
that In their efforta to lower taxes, 
they will bo accused of lowering 
Btandnrds.

Anton Ccrmak was cliojcn mayor at a critical mo- 
ment of t ic city* affain. assuming responsibilities and 
facing problems more difficult than any in the city's 
annals.
